The Bolshevik! problem 
probably will come next. It is under­ 
stood that the situation 
of 
Poland 
and similar questions will be taken 
up in the general Russian discussion. 
It is generally agreed that Clemen­ 
ceau probably will be given the chair­ 
manship through 
diplomatic 
prece­ 
dent. President Wilson does not take 
precedence over Clemenceau because 
he merely acta as his own premier, 
hanging the mantle of 
the 
presi­ 
dency on the same peg with his hat 
and overcoat as he enters the council 
chamber. 
Invitations have been addressed to 
representatives of associated nations 
big and small to attend the opening 
session in the Quay Dorsal Saturday 
afternoon, the time being definitely 
set for 2:30. This was done through 
the secretaries of the five big pow­ 
ers. 
After the initial meeting it is 
understood the work of the five prin­ 
cipal nations will be conducted large­ 
ly by committees, all debates being 
entirely informal.

He ate a meal at a restaurant 
and happened to glance into the kitch­ 
en, where he counted five cats, a sheep, 
a pig, two dogs and a parrot 
He said that conditions dne to influ- 
etna ars beyond description. The dis­ 
ease has killed a multitude. Where he 
wan, the Mexicans Jiave no way of 
hefting their houses and the flu was 
deadly. 
In one camp, twenty-six out 
bf IOO men in the camp died.

who have money have deposited it in 
this country, fearing troubles there. 
One big land owner had to borrow 
money antf he paid five per cent per 
month interest. 
"But Mexico is a wonderfully rich 
country in its resources, which have 
hardly been scratched. Sinaloa is in 
the richest state in Mexico, in beans, 
corn, stock and one of the richest in 
mineral wealth. The climate is fine. 
Right now thousands of carloads of to­ 
matoes are being shipped to the United 
States from that section. 
"With ail of this wealth, why do we 
find tlfe condition of the people piti­ 
able? 
"The people know nothing of gov­ 
ernment, nothing of the rule of the ma­ 
jority. 
When a man runs for office 
and is defeated, it is wise for him to 
move away. In the last few years many 
of the best people of Mexico, the best 
leaders, have found it convenient to 
mov8 away. 
"The Bolshevik! of Mexico are not 
as bad as the Bolshevik! of Europe, 
and conditions in Mexico have not been 
as bad as they are in Europe where 
the Bolshevik! have gained full Sway. 
The New Constitution 
' 
“I have read the new constitution 
of Mexico, and having read it I under­ 
stand many things I did not under­ 
stand. The old constitution was made 
by men who studied governments. The 
new was made by semi-soldiers who 
had not studied government. For in­ 
stance, it provides for a jury trial. It 
directs just how that trial shall be 
held, provides penalties, but also pro­ 
vides that when a workman or laborer 
it concerned the fine shall not he over 
one week’s pay. 
“I was told by one man that when 
Carranza took chargo he had seventy- 
five per cent of the people with him. 
and that now he has seventy per cent 
of the people against him. 
“One reason 
why 
conditions are 
worse now than they used to be is 
that the old leaders believed in educa­ 
tion, and the schools of Mexico made 
excellent progress 
under President 
Diaz. The Fuerte district in those days 
got $60,000 a year from the,capital for 
schools. Now it gets nothing. 
The 
schools have gone to pot.” 
McDermott reviewed the history of 
the Mexican people in their relations 
to the 
church, declaring that the 
church 
had opposed 
the Mexicans’ 
movements toward freedom. 
“The 
new constitution,” said 
he, 
"says that no religious order can own 
property, and all religious meetings 
must be under the supervision of the 
government and all ministers must be 
Mexicans. 
Missionary 
work 
down 
there now is practically Impossible. 
The church buildings are open, and 
people can go in, but there are no 
priest* in many sections. Mexico to­ 
day ia almost a country without reli­ 
gion. There are no funeral -services. 
It is a heartrending situation. Do you 
wonder that today I say that Mexico 
needs our sympathy? 
Aa to the Future 
"The future? Our government thor­ 
oughly understands conditions in Mex­ 
ico. It is not the purpose of our gov­ 
ernment or of our people to abuse or 
rob Mtxico. Wa now have the confi­ 
dence of the better elemengt of the 
people of Mexico. The United States 
is carefully patrolling the border and 
it has secret agents on all trains to 
prevent arms and ammunition from 
going into Mexico. 
"I talked to a good many prominent 
men there, and it la my conclusion and 
theirs that a change in Mexican affairs 
can be expected soon. The present sit­ 
uation cannot last. Mexico owes large 
•urns of money. 
It owes England, 
France, Italy, the United Statea and 
other countries. It has paid no inter­ 
est since 1908. Mexico has no govern­ 
mental machinery for meeting the 
debt. Because of these debts and the 
inability to pay, Mexico is to tend a 
delegate to the peace conference, for 
it knows that its financial liabilities 
are to be taken up there by those Euro­ 
pean countries that are in sore need of 
the money that Mexico owe* them.” 
McDermott said that something must 
be done, and Mexicans realise that 
something must be done. 
He said 
that the Mexican people after their 
recent years of unsettled affairs will 
welcome the Americans. Mexicans in 
Vera Crus were in despair when the 
American 
troops 
withdrew. 
When 
General Pershing left Mexico, the peo­ 
ple where he had been wept, for they 
knew that while the American soldier 
wss there their property, their homes, 
their wives, their children and*' their 
own bodies were safe. 
I 
“I was told,” said McDermott in con­ 
clusion, “that those who are in Mexi­ 
co when the adjustment comet or those 
who are ready to go in will have 
chances to make fortunes in the de­ 
velopment of one of the richest coun­ 
tries on earth. We wit lhave an Oppor­ 
tunity to help bring about a stable 
government for those people, an edu­ 
cational system and religion, and we 
will have a wonderful opportunity to 
help them.” 
To Rales Its Attar* , * 
The Brotherhood meeting was pre­ 
sided over by A. B. Gardner, the pres­ 
ident. 
McDermott’s address followed 
sn excellent dinner served by ladies 
of the church. On the suggestion of 
the acting pastor, Rev. T. E. Steven­ 
son, a committee was appointed to 
solicit the membership ox the church 
to raise $900 as the church’s share in 
the Arxnenian-Syrian Relief 
Fund.
